The "New York Times”, issue of February l8, 19^4, 
contained an article captioned, "Post Office Denies It 
Tampered with Cohn's Mall", This article read in part as 
follows: 


"ITie Post Office Department denied yesterday 
that it had delayed, tampered with or opened the mall of 
Roy M. Cohn or his lawyer, Thomas A. Bolan, 

"Robert J. Hickey, head of the Postal Inspection 
Service, refused to discuss specifically Mr. Cohn's charge 
that his mail and Mr. Bolan 's had been Intercepted on orders 
of the justice Department. 

"Mr. Hickey said, however, that since the eighteen- 
hundreds the Post Office had assisted law-enforcement 
agencies with a mail cover operation. This consists, he 
said, simply of recording the names that appear on 
envelopes; It causes no delays In delivery. 

"Under no circuntitances, Mr. Hickey continued, 
would mall be delayed, tampered with or opened. A Federal 
statute prohibits this and a violator is subject to a five- 
year prison terra and a 4500 fine. 

"It is believed that law-enforcement agencies 
use the addresses furnished by the Post Office for leads 
in Investigating a crime."
